The Rocky Mountain News, which seems to 
be a good deal annoyed that the Union Pa- 
tific road will probably pass upward of a hun- 
ired miles north of Denvor, claims that on 
the route selected, the road will be impassa- 
ble during from three to six months in the 
year. Referring to the fact that on the level 
plains the road is ‘‘snowed out of sight,” it 
asks the significant question, ‘‘What will the 
Union Pacific do in those barren, timber- 
less, mountains with ten times the snow that 
has fallen on the plains, and where it lies for 


“ight months in the year?” It says that along 


the route about Bridger Pass the snow lies at 
least forty feet deep, at some points, and that 
the impediments are nearly as great for forty 
or fifty miles east and west of the Summit of 
the Rocky Mountains, in any of the passes as 
far north as Bridger'’s. 1ts conclusion is that 
all of these routes for the Pacific railway are 
impracticable as winter rouics. Its remedy 
ie for the road to cross the mountains through 
Boulder or some of the passeqin the neigh- 
borhood and west of Denver, which it cldims 
would traveree a densely wooded region. This 
route would cross the high North Park and 


we suppose follow the White river near the line H 


of the Military road, partially built for the 
overland stage line in the summer of 1865, 
by the California Volunteers. If this route 
bo practicable for a railroad, we fear it would 
encounter much the sane obstacles as those 


uggested along the present projected line. 
They might not, perhaps, find the snows forty 


feet deep, but they would unquestionably 
meet ‘‘a right smart chance.” | 

On the western end of the line, too, the 
Central Pacific has encountered and suffered 


from the heavy snows of the past winter in 


the Sierra Nevadas, although the road has 
not yet reached the Summit. But in con- 
templating this question, it is hopeful to know 
that if the present winter has not been more 


severe than usual, there has boen an unusual 


fall of sow all over the country, and storms 
of greater powor aud longer duration experi- 
enced. After the road shall have been built 
it will of course be a great misfortune and 
disappointment:if it should be blocked up by 
snow for any considerable length of time. But 
aven if it should happen that trafic along it 
inthe mountain regions should be entirely 
euspended during the winter season, still it 


aud great blessing to the country.
